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Task  Force  Studying  Future  Governance  Of  North 


A  task  force  of  the  Louisiana  State 
University  Board  of  Supervisors  has 
been  engaged  for  several  months  in  a 
study  on  the  future  of  Northwestern 
State  University,  and  the  study  process 
is  scheduled  for  completion  April  1. 

Gov.  Edwin  Edwards  directed  the 
State  Board  of  Regents  for  Higher 
Education  last  year  to  study  the  feasi- 
bility of  transferring  the  governance  of 
Northwestern  to  the  LSU  Board  of 
Supervisors. 

After  the  Board  of  Regents  deter- 
mined that  there  were  no  economic  or 
legal  barriers  to  prevent  the  possibility 
of  a  transfer  to  governance,  the  LSU 
Board  of  Supervisors  was  directed  by 
the  governor  to  conduct  a  study  to 
determine  if  both  Northwestern  and 
LSU  could  be  enhanced  and  streng- 
thened by  a  change  in  governance. 

The  LSU  Board  appointed  a  group  of 


Northwestern  Students 
Establish  Trust  Fund 
For  Special  Projects 

Northwestern  State  University 
students  have  established  a  Student 
Trust  Fund  to  provide  financing  for 
special  projects  designed  to  enhance 
the  quality  of  student  life  at  NSU. 

Using  dedicated,  self-assessed 
fees  as  a  financial  source  to  develop 
projects  for  which  state  funds  fore- 
seeably  will  not  be  available  was 
conceived  by  NSU  students  and 
approved  by  a  vote  of  the  student 
body  in  the  spring  of  1985. 

Dr.  Fred  C.  Bosarge,  dean  of  the 
students  at  Northwestern,  said  the 
Student  Trust  Fund  "is  probably  not 
only  unique  in  American  higher 
education,  but  also  is  of  particular 
importance  in  these  Louisiana  times 
of  tightening  resources." 

Northwestern  graduate  student 
and  enrollment  counselor  David 
Eschenfelder  of  Shreveport  origin- 
ated the  idea  of  a  Student  Trust 
Fund  when  he  was  a  senior  at  North- 
western. 

Student  Government  Associa- 
tion president  Shawn  Wyble  oi 
Opelousas  said  Northwestern  stu- 
dents demonstrated  creative  and 
solid  support  of  the  institution  when 
they  approved  the  establishment  of 
the  trust  fund  through  a  student 
body  referendum  last  spring. 

Each  full-time  student  on  the 
Natchitoches  campus  of  NSU  pays 
$5  per  fall,  spring  and  summer  ses- 
sion into  the  Student  Trust  Fund. 
The  self-assessed  fees  are  placed  in- a 
professionally-administered  trust 
fund  and  form  the  principal  of  the 
trust.  Interest  generated  by  the  trust 
will  then  be  used  for  special  projects, 
none  of  which  involve  major  capital 

outlav  work. 

"Each  recommended  project 
must  subsequently  be  approved  by 
the  Student  Government  Associa- 
tion and,  ultimately,  by  Northwest- 
em's  management  board,  the  State 
Board  of  Trustees  for  Colleges  and 
Universities,"  said  Wyble. 


advisors  comprised  of  Northwestern 
faculty  and  staff  members,  alumni  and 
community  leaders  to  assist  in  the 
study,  and  professional  education  con- 
sultants with  expertise  in  planning, 
management,  finances  and  curricula 
were  also  assigned  to  the  study. 

Dr.  Roy  Carroll,  vice-president  for 
planning  at  the  University  of  North 
Carolina,  is  the  chief  consultant,  and 
he  is  being  assisted  by  Dr.  William 
Webb  of  the  Texas  higher  education 
system  and  Dr.  John  Folger  of  Vander- 
bilt  University. 

Members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
have  served  on  a  Northwestern  com- 
mittee which  conducted  an  in-depth 
study  of  the  advantages  and  disadvan- 
tages of  the  proposed  transfer  of  gov- 
ernance, and  the  Board  of  Trustees  is 
also  represented  on  the  advisory  com- 
mittee serving  with  the  task  force  from 
the  LSU  board. 

Northwestern  president  Dr.  Joseph 
Orze  has  said  that  most  personnel  at 


Northwestern  are  remaining  "open- 
minded"  during  the  study  process, 
awaiting  recommendations  of  the  task 
force  and  the  professional  consultants. 

Results  of  the  several-month  study 
by  the  consultants  will  be  submitted  to 
the  task  force  by  April  1 ,  and  another 
public  meeting  will  be  scheduled  to 
discuss  the  findings  of  the  study  and 
recommendations  on  future  govern- 
ance. 

Sam  Friedman  of  Natchitoches,  a 
member  of  the  LSU  Board  of  Super- 
visors and  chairman  of  the  task  force, 
said  the  consultants  and  task  force 
would  recommend  a  transfer  of  govern- 
ance "only  if  it  is  determined  beyond 
question  that  a  change  in  governance 
would  benefit  both  Northwestern  and 
LSU  and  would  be  in  the  best  interests 
of  higher  education  in  Louisiana." 

If  a  transfer  in  governance  is  recom- 
mended, the  proposal  will  go  to  the 
legislature  where  a  two-thirds  vote  of 
both  the  House  and  Senate  would  be 


required  to  change 
Northwestern. 


Friedman  said  mandatory  legislative 
approval  "is  another  safeguard  in  the 
process  to  assure  that  the  best  interests 
<  >f  Northwestern  and  LSU  are  served.  If 
there  is  a  recommendation  for  a  trans- 
fer in  governance  and  it  is  opposed  by 
representatives  of  both  schools,  there 
would  be  no  chance  of  legislative 
approval." 

Edwards  ordered  the  study  primarily 
to  determine  if  LSU  could  provide  new 
programs  or  services  that  would  stabil- 
ize or  increase  declining  enrollment  on 
Northwestern's  Natchitoches  campus. 

"If  it  cannot  be  shown  clearly  and 
specifically  how  LSU  could  enhance 
Northwestern  and  how  NSU,  in  turn, 
could  make  contributions  to  LSU,  it  is 
unlikely  that  a  transfer  would  take 
place  or  even  be  recommended, "  Fried- 
man said. 


Robert  Wilson,  Student  Union  Governing 
Board  Sponsor,  Dies 


Funeral  services  for  Robert  Wayne 
Wilson  Sr.,  53,  assistant  dean  of  stu- 
dents for  student  activities  at  North- 
western State  University,  were  held 
March  7  at  Trinity  Parish  (Episcopal) 
Church  in  Natchitoches. 

Father  Richard  Taylor,  pastor  of 
Trinity  Parish  Church,  was  the  celeb- 
rant. Burial  was  in  Memory  Lawn 
Cemetery  in  Natchitoches.  Services 
were  under  the  direction  of  Blanchard- 
St.  Denis  Funeral  Home  in  Natch- 
itoches. 

Wilson,  a  member  of  the  NSU  admi- 
nistrative staff  since  being  appointed  in 
1 967  as  director  of  the  Northwestern's 
Student  Union,  died  March  5,  at 
Natchitoches  Parish  Hospital  follow- 
ing a  brief  illness. 

Wilson,  who  was  nominated  in  1984 
for  Man  of  the  Year  by  the  Natch- 
itoches Parish  Chamber  of  Commerce, 
is  survived  by  his  widow,  Jerry  L.  Wil- 
son of  Natchitoches;  one  son,  Robert 
W.  Wilson  Jr.,  of  Natchitoches;  one

daughter,  Rhonda  Lynn  Wilson  of 
Natchitoches;  one  brother,  William 
H.  Wilson  of  Woodbridge,  Va.,  and 
one  grandson,  Randy  Wilson  of 
Natchitoches. 

A  graduate  of  Northwestern,  he 
earned  the  bachelor's  degree  in  indust- 
rial technology  in  1956  and  the  mas- 
ter's degree  in  student  personnel  ser- 
vices in  1967,  when  he  became  the  first 
graduate  of  NSU's  graduate  program  in 
student  personnel  services. 

Wilson  served  as  director  of  the 
NSU  Student  Union  from  1967  to 
1978,  when  he  was  promoted  to  direc- 
tor of  student  activities.  In  1983,  he 
was  named  assistant  dean  of  students 
for  student  activities. 

In  1970  the  first  Student  Union 
Governing  Board  at  Northwestern, 
which  he  sponsored  since  it  was  found- 
ed, honored  Wilson  by  naming  an 
award  after  him.  The  Robert  W.  Wil- 
son Award  is  presented  annually  to  an 
individual  for  outstanding  contribu- 
tions to  the  Student  Union  Governing 
Board. 

Wilson  was  the  major  driving  force 
in  the  development  of  Northwestern's 
Outdoor  Recreation  Complex,  a  facil- 
ity which  opened  tor  students  and  the 
general  public  in  1977.  He  also 
directed  more  than  20  graduate  stu- 
dents pursuing  master's  degrees  in  stu- 
dent personnel  services  who  are  cur- 
rently serving  in  the  professional  field.

As  a  civic  leader  and  business  owner, 
Wilson   bad   been   active   for  several 


years  in  the  Natchitoches  Parish 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  serving  as  a 
member  o(  the  Ambassadors  and  the 
Natchitoches  Christmas  Festival  com- 
mittee. 

Wilson  was  a  charter  member  and 
past  president  of  the  Krewde  de  St. 
Denis,  past  president  of  the  Natch- 
itoches Country  Club,  former  golf 
coach  at  NSU  and  held  memberships 
in  Ducks  Unlimited,  the  Association 
of  College  Unions  and  the  National 
Association  for  Campus  Activities. 

He  was  a  longstanding  communi- 
cant at  Trinity  Parish  (Episcopal) 
Church,  for  which  he  also  served  as  a 
former  Junior  Warden  and  delegate  to 
Diocesan  conventions.  Wilson  was  in- 
strumental in  securing  a  grant  for  the 
restoration  of  historic  Trinity  Parish 
Church  in  1980-81. 

Duffy  Returns  as 
Honors  Speaker 

One  of  the  most  distinguished  scho- 
lars to  have  graduated  from  Northwest- 
ern State  University  returned  to  NSU 
March  12  to  deliver  the  keynote 
address  for  Phi  Kappa  Phi's  25th  annual 
Academic  Honors  Banquet. 

Dr.  John  Duffy,  who  earned  the 
B.A.  degree  from  Louisiana  Stare  Nor- 
mal College  (now  NSU)  in  1941,  was 
rhe  Priscilla  Alden  Burke  Professor  of 
Hisrory  at  the  University  of  Maryland 
from  1972  until  1983.

Aviation  science  instructor  Don 
McWilliams  is  the  team's  faculty 
advisor. 

As  a  team,  Northwestern  finished 
second  in  ground  events  and  ranked 
fifth  in  the  flight  events. 

McWilliams  said  the  NSU  Flight 
Team  is  funded  totally  by  donations 
from  aviation  supporters  and  funds 
raised  by  the  flight  team  members.

Education  for  1985.

Lowery  is  a  former  two-time  presi- 
dent of  the  Louisiana  State  Board  of 
Nursing  and  is  currently  on  the  district 
board  of  directors  for  the  State  Nurses 
Association.

NSU  Fun  and  Fitness  Sports  Camp 
A  Unique  Experience  For  Children 


NSU  —  specifically  the  Department 
of  Health,  Physical  Education,  and  Re- 
creation working  cooperatively  with 
the  Division  of  Continuing  Education 
—  will  initiate  for  the  first  time  a  uni- 
que concept  —  a  Fun  &  Fitness  Sports 
Camp  for  youth,  ages  6-14  years. 

The  camp,  with  operating  hours 
from  8  a.m.  to  12  noon,  is  designed  to 
serve  multiple  purposes  —  a  way  to 
introduce  fitness  and  sports  skills  to 
youth,  a  public  relations  tool  to  further 
unite  the  university  and  surrounding 
communities  in  a  worthwhile  educa- 
tional project,  and  a  way  to  introduce 
prospective  students  to  Northwestern 
at  an  early  age. 

The  camp  will  focus  on  the  develop- 
ment of  psychomotor  fitness  and  indi- 
vidual/team sports  awareness  skills  for 
youth  through  specialized  professional 
instruction  in  a  structured  fun  environ- 
ment. It  will  operate  two  sessions  — 
the  first,  June  16-27,  and  the  second, 
July  7-11. 

Specifically,  instructural  activities 
at  the  camp  will  include  exercises  to 
development  psychomotor  skills,  in- 
struction in  basic  fundamentals  of  indi- 
vidual sports  activities,  individual  skill 
analysis,  rules  and  game  strategies,  and 
fitness  and  conditioning  awareness. 

A  typical  camp  day  will  consist  of 
two  instructional  periods  where  the 
camper  may  select  two  activities  from  a 
list  of  twelve.  Choices  include  golfing, 
gymnastics,  horseback  riding,  track- 
field,  baseball,  basketball,  canoeing, 
aerobics,  soccer,  tennis,  lead  up  games 
for  ages  6-8,  and  swimming. 

During  the  second  session  the  cam- 
per will  have  the  option  to  stick  with 
further  development  in  the  two  origi- 
nally chosen  activity  areas  or  choi 
two  new  activity  areas  for  a  broader 
exposure. 

Tuition  for  the  camp  will  be  $50  per 
week  with  a  moderate  reduction  in 
tuition   for  those   who   preregister. 


Attending  both  sessions,  three  weeks, 
of  camp,  will  afford  the  camper  a  spe- 
cial rate  of  $125. 

The  NSU  Fun  and  Fitness  Sports 
Camp  will  be  directed  by  Gene  New- 
man, a  doctoral  student  in  the  Depart- 
ment of  Health,  Physical  Education, 
and  Recreation.  He  comes  to  North- 
western from  the  mountains  of  North 
Carolina  where  he  has  16  years  of  ex- 
perience in  camping  and  athletics.  He

Football  Inks  19  Recruits 


Demon  head  coach  Sam 
Goodwin  was  extremely  pleased 
with  his  19  football  recruits  inked 
in  early  February.  "Last  year  we 
had  a  great  recruiting  year  hut  I 
feel  that  this  group  will  match  last 
year's  group  in  quality.  They  are 
the  type  of  group  that  will  succeed 
in  both  the  classrcx>m  and  on  the 
football  field." 

Heading  up  the  list  is  running 
back  Tracy  Palmer  of  Many,  who 
was  "grossly  overlooked  and  is  a 
great  player,"  said  Goodwin.  "1 
can't  believe  how  little  competi- 
tion we  had  for  him.  He'll  have  an 
opportunity  to  play  at  tailback 
and  I  look  for  him  to  have  a  great 
career." 

Palmer  rushed  for  over  1 ,000 
yards  in  each  of  the  last  two  sea- 
sons and  was  rewarded  for  his 
efforts  by  being  named  District 
3- AA  MVP  and  Honorable  Men- 
tion All-State. 

Another  running  back  in  the 
Demon  fold  is  Booker  T. 
Washington's  Chris  Williams. 
The  6-0,  207  pounder  rushed  for 
1,402  yards  last  fall  in  garnering 
several  honors,  including  Dis- 
trict 1-AAAA  MVP  Offensive 
Back,  all-Caddo  Parish  and  first 
team  on  the  Shreveport  journal's 
All  Caddo/Bossier  team. 

Sean  Easterly,  an  All-State 
honorable  mention  pick  from 
Baton  Rouge-/Woodlawn,  "is 
probably  the  most  highly  re- 
garded prospect  we  signed.  He 
certainly  has  outstanding  creden- 
tials," said  Goodwin. 

Easterly  was  named  first  team 
All-District  and  All-Parish  as 
well  as  Defensive  MVP  in  the 
District.  He  was  listed  in  Lindy's 
SEC  Recruiting  Guide  as  one  of 
Louisiana's  top  22  players. 

Offensive  lineman  John  King 
and  tight  end  Carlos  Prevo, 
members  of  Springhill's  Double- 
A  state  championship  team, 
have  agreed  to  extend  their 
careers  at  Northwestern. 

King,  who  had  many  service 
academics  wooing  him  because  of 
his  excellent  academic  work  (all 
A's  and  just  one  B  through  three 
and  a  half  years),  was  an  All- 


District  and  All-State  offensive 
lineman  while  Prevo  was  a  two- 
time  All-District  pick  who  was 
recruited  by  several  major  schools 
as  a  wide  receiver. 

Casino  Smith  of  Class  A  state 
champ  Ouachita  Christian  aver- 
aged 10.7  tackles  from  his  strong 
safety  position  in  addition  to  re- 
cording 1 1  sacks,  four  intercep- 
tions, two  fumble  recoveries  and 
forcing  two  fumbles.  Smith  also 
was  in  on  14  pass  break-ups. 

Another  safety  signed  by  NSU 
is Haughton's  Bobby  Brown,  who 
picked  off  seven  passes  his  senior 
year  and  nine  as  a  junior.  Brown 
doubled  up  as  a  tailback,  wide 
receiver  and  tight  end  for 
Haughton  and  is  a  long  jumper/ 
relay  team  member  on  the 
school's  track  team.  His  honors 
include  two  years  as  a  first  teamer 
on  the  1  -AAlA  All-District  team 
and  All-Northwest  Louisiana  as 
selected  by  a  Shreveport  news- 
paper. 

Jay  Anderson,  an  offensive 
lineman  from  LaGrange  in  Lake 
Charles,  has  good  size  as  well  as 
an  older  brother  (Marcus)  who 
played  in  the  United  States  Foot- 
ball league. 

Mike  Dempsey  starred  at  de- 
fensive end  for  Parkway,  where 
he  was  a  two  time  All-District 
2-AAAA  choice  who  posses 
great  quickness  as  his  main  attri- 
bute. 

Haynesville's  Bobby  Evans, 
whom  Goodwin  calls  "a  great 
athlete,"  played  both  tailback 
and  linebacker  in  high  school  but 
will  be  a  linebacker  for  NSU. 

The  only  local  signee  was  St. 
Mary's  Darryl  Andrews,  who  will 
be  a  wide  receiver  after  enjoying  a 
stellar  career  as  both  a  defensive 
back  and  wide  out  in  high  school. 
Andrews  led  the  Tigers  in  tackles 
(61)  and  interceptions  (8)  while 
scoring  nine  touchdowns,  in- 
cluding two  by  kick-off  return. 
He  was  a  first  team  All-State 
selection  as  a  defensive  back  and 
was  also  named  a  first  team  All- 
District  1-A  choice  on  both 
offense  and  defense. 


A.  Harris,  Pugh  Garner 
Academic  All- American  Honors 
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Northwestern  State's  Annie  Harris 
and  Sandy  Pugh,  both  starting  i 
wards  on  the  Lady  Demon  basketball 
team,  have  been  named  as  member 
the  District  Six  Academic  All-

Shows  guided  Pineville  High  for  six 
successful  seasons  before  he  took  a 
graduate  assistant's  post  at  Northeast 
last  fall  to  complete  work  on  his  mas- 
ter's degree. 

He  owns  an  overall  62-18  (.775) 
record  as  a  head  coach,  including  a 
23-3  stint  in  1977-78  at  Jonesboro- 
Hodge. 

"He's  been  a  very  successful  high 
school  coach  who's  earned  a  lot  of 
respect,  particularly  for  his  offensive 
systems,"  said  Goodwin.  "Last  fall,  he 
coached  the  linebackers  at  Northeast 
and  I  thought  that  was  probably  the 
best  their  linebackers  have  played 
since  I've  been  at  Northwestern. 

"I  talked  with  (NLU  head  coach) 
Pat  Collins,  and  I  don't  think  you  can 
get  any  higher  recommendation  than 
he  gave  Don.  His  personality,  his  work 
habits,  his  coaching  talent,  his  intelli- 
gence, experience  in  computer  prog- 
ramming that  helped  handle  their 
scouting  system,  handling  on-campus 
recruiting...  he  just  did  a  tremendous 
job  for  them  and  we  look  forward  to 
having  him  on  our  staff." 

Shows,  a  45-year-old  native  of  Rus- 
ton,  was  a  star  running  back  for  the 
Bearcats  under  coach  Hoss  Garrett  and 


played  at  Louisiana  Tech,  earning  his 
degree  there  in  1963. 

He  served  as  an  assistant  coach  at 
Ruston,  Jonesboro- Hodge  and  Alex- 
andria Senior  High  before  taking  the 
head  job  at  Jonesboro -Hodge  in  1977. 

In  his  first  year,  Shows  took  a  team 
which  had  gone  1-9  in  1976andledthe 
Tigers  to  a  10-0  regular  season,  a  No.  2 
state  ranking  and  the  state  cham- 
pionship game.  He  was  named  the  state 
Class  AA  Coach  of  the  Year. 

After  a  10-2  season  in  1978,  Shows 
moved  to  Pineville  and  guided  the  Re- 
bels to  five  Class  AAA  playoff  berths  in 
six  years. 

In  1983,  his  last  year  at  Pineville, 
the  Rebels  posted  the  first-ever  un- 
beaten ( 10-0)  regular  season  in  schix>l 
history. 

He  earned  five  district  "Coach  of  the 
Year"  honors  in  his  eight  seasons  as  a 
head  coach.

He  is  married  to  the  former  Daune 
Decote  of  Alexandria  and  is  the  father 
of  three  children.  The  family  resides  in 
Pineville.

Leon  Carr  will  temporarily  trade  in 
his  football  jersey  for  a  track  uniform  so 
that  he  may  compete  in  the  shot  put, 
where  he'll  receive  competition  from 
Brett  Staff.  Johnson  is  hoping  one  will 
emerge  and  take  charge.  Richard  Whi- 
taker  won  a  letter  List  year  and  is  back 
for  another  go  at  the  pole  vault,  an 
event  that  Johnson  thinks  "he  can 
score  at  the  conference  in  if  he  over- 
comes his  injuries. "  Leading  candidate 
in  the  javelin  now  that  all-Amencan 
Steve  Stockton  has  graduated  is  red- 
shirt  Freshman  Brent  Brown.

Whether  or  not  they'll 
deliver  the  knockout  punch  that  will 
land  them  the  Gulf  Star  Conference 
team  championship  depends  on  what 
Jones  calls  the  quickest  team  ever  at 
Northwestern  State. 

The  development  of  this  year's  team 
depends  largely  on  how  a  young  infield 
performs  as  most  of  the  other  pieces  are 
in  place.

We're  going  to  run  them  down,  and 
with  the  outstanding  arms  that  our 
outfielders  have,  be  able  to  cut  down 
on  any  extra  bases  the  opposition 
would  normally  get."  The  team's 
strongest  arm  is  the  right  limb  of  re- 
serve outfielder  Valerie  Salter. 

The  infield  is  anchored  by  three  year 
starter  Wendy  Zucconi  behind  the 
plate.  "Now  that  Wendy  has  more  than 
one  pitcher  to  work  with,  she'll  be  in  a 


position  to  lead  more  than  she  has  in 
the  past.  She'll  call  the  pitches  as  well 
as  plays  that  we'll  run  in  the  infield." 

Throwing  the  pitches  that  Zucconi 
will  be  on  the  receiving  end  of  will  be 
the  two  girl  tandem  o(  Donna  Joe  Laf- 
fitte  and  Kellie  Shotwell.  Laffitte  re- 
turns from  a  year  ago  when  she  was  the 
Lady  Demons  primary  pitcher,  starting 
and  completing  39  games  in  recording 
a  2. 2  learned  run  average.  Shotwell  is  a 
freshman  who  has  impressed  Jones 
with  the  way  that  she  moves  the  ball 
around. 

Jeanne  DeVittorio  is  back  for 
another  year  of  stretching  it  out  at  first 
base,  but  the  rest  of  the  Lady  Demon 
infield  are  all  newcomers  to  their  re- 
spective positions.  Maureen  Kracik,  a 
left  fielder  last  year,  now  has  second 
base  as  her  place  of  employment. 
Michelle  Efferson,  a  freshman  who 
Jones  hopes  will  emerge  as  a  take 
charge  type  of  player,  will  field  ground 
balls  from  shortstop.  On  her  right  is 
former  outfielder  turned  third  baseman 
Debbie  Darbonne.  If  any  of  those  star- 
ters needs  a  rest,  Jones  won't  hesitate  to 
bring  either  Dawn  Carlos  or  Janet 
Davis  off  the  bench. 

Jones  would  like  to  see  a  more  explo-
